It is said Mrs. Stanford'has brood-

It Ts thought by some she wished to 
hasten the end, and yearned to leave 
the lonelv life and join her husbuod 
and son " She talked much of spirit- 
ual visitation.

however, is utterly discredited by her 
friends. 
A death mask was taken 


last night and the body was embalm- 
ed for shipment to San Francisco. 
' "She came iTore from 'California on 
her way to the Orient like a fugitive 
from these mysterious foes.' She lived 
here apparently 'in terror lest their 
efforts. to kill, her succeed and she 
died with-that one thought, in her 
final words of accusation: 
' 
-'"I -.have~-b'een:'~i>ols6ned'.- "This is the 


second .time they have tried it."

The circumstances- of 
her death- 


have convinced the attending physi- 
cian, Dr. Hum'phris, that she died of 
the -immediate effects of an overdose . 
of strychnine contained in bicarbonate 
of soda, which,she took shortly be- 
fore the convulsions that ended her 
life. This belief is yet to be definite- 
ly 'determined by chemical analysis 
It is warranted, however, by all the 
symptoms that attended her case

SENATE BALKS 


AT SUGGESTION 


MR, PLATT RESENTS REQUEST 


Statesman From Connecticut Becomes 


Sarcastic Over Mr. Roosevalt's Mes- 
sage Commending Report on Inter- 
state Traffic in Cattle. 


Washington, 
March 
2.—President 


Roosevelt was given another mild re- 
buke Wednesday by Senators Platt 
(Conn.) and Hale for suggesting that 
the senate expedite business .and pass 
a couple of specified bills. 


The president sent'a special mess- 


age calling attention to two bills fa- 
vorably reported from the-committee • 
or. agriculture, prohibiting interstate 
traffic in cattle having contagious dis- 
eases. 
He said an excellent report 


liad been made by the committee. 


He'urged that the senate take up 


these bills, and pass them before ad- 
journment. 


Senator Warren called attention to 


the.bills and the report, when Mr. 
Platt of Connecticut said: 


"May I -inquire if the report was 


made by the senator from Wyoming?" 


"it was," said Warren. 
"I congratulate, him on the presi- 


dential comment that it was a very 
able report," sneered Platt. 


Platt Breaks Away. 


This is the first time Mr. Platt has 


ever been led to take a fling at the 
president, although many of his asso- 
ciates on the Republican side do it 
often. Mr. Platt led the fight for the 
nonamendmcnt of the general arbitra- 
tion treaties and has been regarded as 
one of the piesulent's closest advis- 
ers. 


Mr. Hale then took up the matter 


and said: 
"I trust that the commit-
